It's 
faid this Cruelty was the Invention of Sapores, who ſucceeded 
Artaxares, a Prince remarkable for putting an end to the King- 
dom of Partbia; and that he treated Valerian the Emperor 
much after this manner. The ſame Cho/roes perceiving himſelf 
unable to carry on the War againſt Cæſar, ſo long as the No- 
mau were Maſters at Sea, from whence their Army was readily 
ſupplied; whereas the Per ſiant could not be ſubſiſted otherwite 
than by a long and toilſome Land- Carriage; he ſent Zich, a 
Man of great Eſteem in that Nation, to Byzantium, who after 
much e perſuaded Jaſſ inian to yield to a Truce; during 


which eirhet Party were to keep what was already in their Poſ- 
ſeſſioh. till ſuch time as à laſting univerſal Peace might be con- 
eluded : So the two Powers laid down their Arms, and forbore 
to maleſt each other a long time. However, the Quiet of the

2000, 10000,.. to0000, Ce. made an Iota or Dot 
under the numeral Letter or Figure, to denote its making fo 
many Thouſands; the Arabians noted or diſtinguiſh'd their 
Tens, Hundreds, Thouſands, &c. from their Unites by the 
bare placing of their > gin ſo that the ſame Figure ſtands for 
One, Ten, an Hundred, or a Thouſand, not according to an 
Mark ſet under or over it, but according to its Place or Poſe. 
tion. And this it is moſt certain they did not learn from the 
Greeks ; and therefore if they did not learn it from the Indians, 
it muſt be their own Invention, unleſs they had it from ſome 
other People which we are Strangers to. The Indians, by the 
Confeſſion of Diogenes Laertiut, had Learning amongſt them 
before the Greeks or Arabians had any ; and Huetins has no 
Authority but his own ConjeQure to ſay that they receiv'd 
their Figures from the Arabians. But as theſe Figures and this 
Way of counting went together, it is moſt probable that both 
had the fame Original : Cl, as the Greeks uſed not 
this Way of counting, it is not probable that the Arabians de- 
riv'd the Figures themſelves from them. And whereas Huetius 
etends to find a Likeneſs between the Greek Letters and theſe 
Figures, I dare engage to ſhew as great a Likeneſs between any 
dther Letters and the ſame Figures: And I think his Argument 
from that pretended Likeneſs is of no weight; therefore, not- 
withſtanding any thing he has ſaid, the /ndians may yet reyain
